Cheerfully Assumes Burdens of the Sickroom 
and Displays Courage That Wins Admi- 
ration of Executive’s Party. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July $1.—Mrs. 
Warren G. Harding left the White 
‘House in Washington more than a 
'month ago to accompeny the Pres- 
ident on a 16,000-mule trip to Alaska 
and return by tHe Panama Canal and 
Porto Rico. She insisted upon mak- 
ing the trip with her husband, 
though she had recovered but a 
short time from a serious illness and 
was judged by some as being at that 
time in such a condition that the 
hardships of travel might prove dis- 
astrous. 

The journey across the continent 
was completed. Mrs. Harding sailed 
from Tacoma the merriest and most 
vivacious member of the President's 
party and it was not until she 
reached Fairbanks, Alaska, almost 
within the Arctic Circle, that’ she 
felt the rigors of travel and stren- 
uous life along the Northern trails. 
Those who had worried about her 
condition from the time the West- 
ern journey commenced feared she 
had overtaxed her strength. 

Two days of rest, however, dissi- 
pated the fatigue and soon Mrs. 
Harding had regained her strength 
and again went cheerfully onward, 
receiving visitors nnd taking the first 
lady’s role in a vigorous way wher- 
ever the chief executive stopped. 


Assumes Burden Cheerfully. 

Today the woman who was ex- 
pected to be nursed has become the 
nurse. Her ,husband has been 
stricken by illness. Five physicians 
have been called to his bedside in 
the hotel here in serious consulta- 
tion. 

Mrs. Harding has cheerfully as- 
sumed the burdens of the sick room, 
still smiling in the face of adverse 
fortune, displaying a courage that 
has won for her the admiration of 
every member of the presidential 
party. She lends an effective hand 
in the business office, where she 
helps with the work of canceling 
arrangements made at advance 
points, of acknowledging hundreds 
of messages of solicitude and re- 
sponding to continuous telephone 
calls from friends everywhere in 
the country. 

It was Mrs. Harding who finally 
persuaded the President to give up 
hopes of continuing the journey as 
it was originally planned. Pleadings 
on the part of others of the chief 
executive’s personal party, including 
the admonition of Brigadier-General 
Sawyer, the President's personal phy- 
sician and friend, had failed to con-, 
vince him that he must surrender 
to sickness the pleasures of meet- 


ing the people along the line of 
travel and must let them know of 
his ailment. a 

Hardirfg Anxious to Continue Trip. 

Spokesmen of the party said the 
President unquestionably would have 
proceeded further with the trip than 
San Francisco, fulfilling speaking en- 
gagements and lending himself to 
arrangements made for him, as he 
did in Seattle, had it not been for 
Mrs. Harding’s opposition. She; tvo, 
was anxious to continue the program 
and, with the President, was reluct- 
ant to disappoint the thousands of 
people who had traveled far from 
their homes to cities where Mr. Har-1- 
ing was scheduled to appear. 

It was Mrs. Harding's argument 
that it would be better forthe chief 
executive.to halt in San Francisco, 
cancel the advance iteneérary and..in- 
nounce to the public the facts, than, 
it would be to continne the journey 
and risk the consequences of con- 
tinued travels under the prevailing 
circumstances. The logic of this plea 
compelled the Presiaent to yield to 
that course but only after he had 
steadily refused, in’talks with Dr. 
Sawyer and Secretary Work, also a 
physician, to permit the announce- 
ment to be made tnat the program 
was to be cancelled. 

During the time these discussions 
were in progress, from Saturday to 
Sunday morning, none of the Prest- 
dent’s party suspected his illness 
would be complicated or become 
more serious. It was generally be- 
lieved that the slight attack of pto- 
maine poisoning would be overcome 
by a day or two of rest in San 
Francisco and the President would be 
recovered sufficiently by today to 
go through with the arrangements 
in San Francisco today and We@ne¢s-

ON LIVESTOCK REDUCED 


SO}EIS [B4}UZITDD OJ BINpoyos an 
Markets Expected to Save 
$750,000. .

| WASHINGTON, July 31.— | 
| Schedules of livestock commission | 
jrates at Chicago, Kansas City, | 
Omaha ara St. Paul, which have! 
been under consideration by artiters» 
of the packers and stock yards ad-| 
‘ministration of the United States | 
| Department of Agriculture, will be 
| materially reduced as a result of the 
‘report and awards made public to- 
day. By the new rates it is estimat- 
‘ed*that producers and shippers will 
save three-quarters of a million dol- | 
Jars a year commissions. 

The rates, to be put into effect a5) 
promptly as circumstances will per- 
mit,-are the result of careful study 
of the conditions off individual mar- 
kets and consideration of auditors 
reports of the individual commission 
firms, together with information 
furnished by the parties concerned. 

The new rates for selling cattle at 
St. Paul, Omaha and Kansas City, 45 
established by this decision, are min- | 
imum of $15 fer 20 head or less and 
a maximum of $19 for a car load, at 
the rate of 65 cents per head ‘fo: St. 
Pauly and Kansas City and 75 cents 
for Omaha. The Chicago minimuin 
charge for 20 head or less will be 
$17, with a maximum of $21 at the 
rate of 75 cents a head. The cuts 
represented in these rate for Kansas 
City, Omaha and St. Paul amount to 
from $1 to $2 a car and from 10 to 
15 cents a head. The new calf rates 
on the first three of these markets 
for single-deck cars are a minimum) 
of $15 «nd a maximum of $20 with a 
per-head rate of 30 cents, double- 
deck cars a minimum of $21 and 2 
maximum of $26. 

Chicago Rates Cut $1 to $4. 

At Chicago the cuts reported are 
from cattle $1 to $3 a car and 15 
cents a head; for calves, single-desk | 
will be a minimum of $17 and a max- | 
imum of $22; double-decks, $23 te | 
28; the per-head charge being 30 | 
ents. This is a reduction ranging | 
from $1 to $4 a car and 6 to 10 cents | 
a head. 

The new rates on hogs at the first | 
three markets are a minimum of $12. 
for 50 head or less, and 50 cents per 
head up to a maximum of §$22/| 
on double-deck  carloada. At | 
Chicago the limits on singles are $13 | 
and $15, and on doubles $18 and | 
$23. The reductions range from $1 | 
to $4 a car and from 13 to 15 cents | 
a head on hogs. 

The new sheep rates at Kansas | 
City and St. Paul will be the same 
as the present rates at Omaha and 
Chicago, which means a reduction 
of $1 on single decks, and an in- 
crease of $2 on double decks at Kan- | 
sas City and a reduction at St. Paul, 
ranging up to $3 a car. 

Mixed stock rates have been re- 
vised in accord with the other 
changes, with car reductions up to | 
$4.

The harbor, wallel by mountains of 
green flecked with snow, is among 
the most beautiful in the world and 
is open to navigation the year round. 
The town of Seward has about 700 
people. Unlike Juneau and Ketchi- 
kan, it has room for expansion with- 
out climbing the mountains or spill- 
ing out over the sea. 

After the inevitable automobile 
ride, which doesn’t take long in 
Seward, we are ready for the plunge 
de luxe into the Alaskan interior. 

The journey is made on the Gov- 
ernment-owned railroad between Se- 
ward and Fairbanks, a distance of 
467 miles. If the hopes of Alaskans 
are realized, the Alaska Railroad 
will do for the territory what the 
first transcontinental lines did for 
It is the biggest develop- 
ment project in Alaska. 

The story of this experiment in 
Sovernment ownership and opera- 
tion goes back to 1912, when Con- 
gress authorized the building of a 
railroad to help open up Alaska. Un- 


bought the Alaska Northern Rail- 
way, which had laid tracks a short 
distance out of Seward, and set up 
a commission to extend the line to 
Fairbanks. Al! told, the road cost 
the Government $56,000,000. 

Steel was joined on the route in 
February, 1922, but part of the 
track was narrow gauge.

RIGA, May 31.—More than 25 
barber shops’ have been opéned in 
Moscow during the last few months. 

As reliable statistics as you can 


building up Anchorage at the ex-/ get anywhere in Russia indicate the 


existence of 64 manicure giris, 310 
hairdressers and any number of 
plain razor-swinging, hair-curling 
barbers. 

Some observers judge the normal- 
ity of a country by the quality of its 
beer. Others by the reliability of Its 
public clocks. But the final test, it 
seems to me, is the barber shop. 
When you see a row of matrons suf- 
fering through an elaborate colf- 
fure, a sleek-haired young man talk- 
ing in whiskers with an earnest 
young thing clicking cuticle shears— 
then, no matter what the politicians 
say about it, the Government is 
stable. The beer isn’t good in Russia 
and the public clocks are mad. That 
has nothing to do with it. 

Tchitcherin Has Own Shop. 

Take M. Tchitcherin’s own barber 
shop. It is attached to the Foreign 
Office. There are three rooms. I 
one you surrender your, wraps to 
hat-check boy. The latger of the 
two rooms is devoted to the male. 
Here 10 white-aproned gentlemen 
cluster in a corner and discuss af- 
fairs of state, pausing languorously 
now and then to attend to custom- 
ers. In the smaller room (thus is 
the sex slighted) five young women, 
surrounded by redolent perfumes, 
hover over beauty-seeking stenog- 
raphers. In the corner of each room 
sits a busy manicure girl. 

The old institution of the Russian 
revived. 
From the large brick stove in the 
center of the room he draws pitch- 
ers of steaming water and scurries 
to the barbers with it. They pour 
it into little shaving cups or upon 
the heads of their customers, de- 
pendent upon the process of the mo- 
ment. Pouring hot water upon a 
male head is called a shampoo, for 
which one is charged 3,000,000 
roubles, or, according tothe latest 
rate of exchange, 4 cents. 

The Foreign Office barber shop is 
for use of the employes of the Com- 
missariat. It is a democratic insti- 
tution, however, and even specula- 
tors are permitted to get shaved 
there. ) ber ag: and speculators, 
one barber told me, make the best 
customers. He was a talkative bar- 
ber—you know the type. He says 
he has shaved M. Tchitcherin and 
likes shaving him. He Is so dodcile, 
he explains. 

Bolshevik Beard Is Slight. 

Barber shops don't go with the 
popular conception of Russia. The 
fact of the matter is that the bol- 
shevik beard is a tuft of a goatee 
and the mustache is short. 

There's Gregory Weinstein, late 
of New York, now in the Anglo- 
American department of the Fore\gn 
office. He had the bolshevik beard 
in New York and still cherishes it 
here. Weitnstein has been slated to 
go with the Soviet trade.delegation 
to Canada. He promises to take the

male and female patronage) Of 
course, you wouldn't catch your 
dyed-in-the-wool communist at any 
such bourgeoisie nonsense, but the 
newly rich go to it openly. 

Have Modern Instruments. - 

Moscow shops have German bar 
ber chairs and implements. In the 
Foreign Office establishment there 
are only two hair-cutting machines. 
The barbers take turns at them. 
They have French perfume and Ger- 
man hair tonic. Most of the men 
smoke while they are being shaved, 
If they are favorite customers they 
are permitted to drink tea. 

Down near the open market are 
the cruder and cheaper shops. Here 
the proletarian can, if he wants.to, 
get himself acraped and hair cut for 
approximately one-eighth of his 
month's salary. The fact is the pro- 
letarian doesn’t use the barber 
shop. When he wants to shave; he 
shaves himself. And he lets his 
hair grow. 

It's different in the business of 
bathing. Not only do the Russians 
bathe, but they make a fetish of it; 
that is, again, those who can afford 
it. .*, 
There are comparatively few bath 
tubs in the homes. But the public 
baths are magnificent affairs, of 
marble tile, with shower baths, 
swimming pools and numerous at- 
tendants. A true Russian. who can af- 
ford it, pays 56,000,000 rubles and gets 
himself thoroughly scrubbed and 
steamed once a week. He spends 
as much as two hours and the price 
of a dinner for it, too. The baths 
are immaculately clean and the 
best families im Moscow have a duly 
appointed bath day. 

Daily Bathing “Insane Idea.” 

This notion of bathing dally is re- 
garded as a mild form of insanity in 
Moscow; almost as ludicrous as 
opening a window in ,winterr~ All 
wittdows In Moscow are sealed tight. 
All bath tubs we have ever seen are 
used as laundry bags. | 

The oldest barber in Moscow runs 
a shop near the Art Theater. He 
used to have a sign stretched across 
the window proclaiming some ré- 
mote connection with the Romonoff 
court. Now a big Nthograph of Len- 
ine frowns reflectively out into the 
street. The barber is 79 and he says 
business and the Government are im- 
proving. But the tips, he complains, 
hurt his self-respect. He once shaved 
a duke in his private boudoir and 
tells the whole story with great bus- 
to, pausing lovingly over the aise of 
the tip. 

One of his customers was a police 
inspector in the Caucasus. He had 
just come from the open market, he 
said, and had sold the last of the 
family silver. He had hidden it four 
years of the revolution, and now he 
must sell it. He is contemptuous of 
the Bolshevik police system. Any 
fool could have found the eliver, 
muttered, apparently annoyed. 

Barbers Bootleggers. 

Two barber shops have been found 
to be bootleggers’ joints. The owners 
were arrested, their stores sealed. 
The Soviets are merciless to bootieg- 
gers. Those offenders were excluded 
from the amnesty on the fifth anni-

Do You Let Summer Sunshine Help With Your Housework? 


OUSEKEEPERS who. have 
H dooryards with grass and 
sunshine, or big lawns, should 
utilize both for cleansing purposes 
—when there is privacy available. 
First of all, the pillows that have 
been on duty all winter should be 
placed on papers right on the 
ground to get a fine sunning every 
day possible. Turn the pillows fre- 
quently, and if. they do not need 
fresh ticks they will become light, 
fluffy and sweet after the treatment 
and ready for another winter of 
service. By this method the feath- 
ers are thoroughly dried and the 
down on them is made fluffy. 

Mattresses should be done in the 
same way. ‘They should be care- 
fully beaten and swept and each 
day they will seem to grow lighter 
and will dry out sweet and whole- 
some. All the sofa pillows that 
can be ‘slipped out of their covers 
should have the same treatment. 
No sunshine at any other time ts 
hot enough to do this cleansing 
work. 

Again, this is the time for bleach- 
ing linen. It should be washed, 
rinsed and placed on the grass—if 
it is clean—and whey dry, wee 
again and allowed to dry The 
process should be--repeated until 
the linens aregwhiite as snow. The 
secret is net to let them stay dry 
and burfii. This will yellow them 
instead of bleaching them. As 
quickly as they dry, wet them, and 
after the last sprinkling they may 
be rolled down and ironed. Pillow 
cases and sheets will respond to 
this treatment and whiten, no mat- 
ter how yellow they may have be- 
come.
